Group II contains Claims 132-1 40 and appellant argues that claims 133-140 depend 
from allowable independent claim 132. when infact claims 139 and 140 depend on independent claim 89. Group IV 
contains Claims 1-122 and appellant argues that indepndent claim is written with means-plus-function language and 
claims 139 and 140 are dependent on claim 89 but are missing from this group. Furthermore. Claim 137 is dependent 
on independent Claim 123 but Claim 123. which is Grouped under Group III. 
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
